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just as soon as the co-operation of other nations 


can be secured and a ratio fixed that will give 
circulation equally to gold and silver. The busi- 
ness of the world requires the use of both metals, 
but I do not see any prospect of gain, but much of 
loss, by giving up the present system, in which a 
full use is made of gold and a large use of silver 
for one in which silver alone will circulate. 

The agricultural bureau gets great praise for 
its work, and part of the credit for the admis- 
sion of Aimerican meat into Germany and 
other countries. The restriction removed has 
heretofore narrowed our pork market by a de- 
mand for $20,000,000 worth of meat. The value 
of grain crops this year is $500,000,000 more 
than last; of meats $150,000,000 more, and of 
all farm products, $700,000,000 more. 

The president adds: ‘This marvelous ad- 
dition to the natural wealth is unclonded by 
any suspicion of the currency by which it is 
measured.”’ 

Civil service is deemed better than appoint- 
ments by favor, and superintendents have 
been put on the list. 

Railroad accidents claim the president’s. at- 
tention. Two thousand four hundred and 
fifty-one employes were killed and 22,390 in- 
jured Jast year. The government spends 
nearly a million a year to save shipwrecked 
mariners, and every vessel is rigidly inspected, 
but what is done to save the lives sacrificed in 
the land commerce ? 

The Gerrymander. 


The president calls attention to the new 
Michigan law by which presidential electors 
are to be elected separately by congressional 
districts, and the two at large by districts 
created for that purpose. He says that puts 
the state’s voice in the electoral college under 
the intinence of the gerryvmander, and, as it is 
the first change in that direction by any state 
since 1832, he suggests that a constitutional 
amendment be secured to contirm the present 
practice of ail the other states in selecting 
the electors at large by vote of the people 
of the whole state. He also denounces the 
gerrymander in the election of senators and 
representatives and says if this Michigan de- 
partore is allowed to proceed, all departments 
of the government will be under the in 
fluence of the gerrymander. 

For a Federal Election Law. 

He closes with this appeal for a federal elec- 
tion law: 

An attempt was madein the last congress to 
bring to bear the constitutional powers of the 
general government for the correction of frauds 
against the suitrage. tte important 
to know whether the opposition to such 
measures is really vested in particular feature 
supposed to be objectionable, or includes any 

roposition to give to the election laws of the 

Inited States adequercy to the correction of grave 
and acknowledged evils. lmust yet entertain the 
hope that it is possible to secure a calm, patriotic 
consideration of such constitutional or statutory 
changes as may be necessary to 
choice of officers to the governments 
to the people by fair apportionments and full. 
elections. i believe it would be possible to con- 
stitute a commission, non-partisan in its mem- 
meer and composed of patriotic, wise and im- 
partial men, to whom a consideration of the ques- 
tion of the evils connected with our election 
system and methods might be submitted, witha 
good prospect of securing unanimity in the plan 
tor removing or mitigating these evi.s. The con- 
stitution would permit the selection of the com- 
mission to be vested Ti the supreme court, if that 
method would give the b.st guarantee of impar- 
tiality. This commission should be charged with 
the duty of inquring intothe whole subject of 
the law of elections,as related tothe choice of 
officers of the national government, with a view 
to securing to every elector a free and unmolested 
exercise of the suffrage and as near an approach 
to an equality of value in each ballot cast as is 
attainable. . 

While the policies of the general government 
upon the tariff, upon the restoration of our - mer- 
chant marine, upon river and harbor improve- 
ments and other such matters of grave and gen- 
eral concern are liable to be turned this way or 
that by the results of congressional elections, 
and administrative policies, sometimes involving 
issues that tend to peace or war, to be turned this 
way ~~ that by the results of a presidential elec- 
t'g,e1 Otre is arightful interest in all the states 
a, a betty congressional district that will not 
be We4fved or silenced by the audacious pretense 
that the question of the right of any body of 
legal voters in any state or in any 
congressional district to give their suffrages 
freely upon these generai questions is a matter 
of only local concern or control. The demand that 
the limitations of suffrage shall be foundin the 
law, and only there is a just demand, and no just 
man should resent or resist it. My appealis, and 
must continue to be fora consultation that 
shall proceed with candor, calmness and patience 
upon the lines of justice and humanity, not of 
prejudice and cruelty. Tothe considerations of 
these very grave questions I invite not only the 
attention of congress but that of all patrivtic citi- 
zens. Wemust notentertain the delusion that 
our people have ceased to regard a free ballot and 
equal representation as the price of their allegi- 
ance to laws and to civil magistrates. 

I have been greatly rejoiced to notice many evi- 
dences of the increase of unification of our people 
and of a revival of national spirit. The vista that 
now opens to us is widerand more glorious than 
ever before. Gratification and amazement strug- 
gle for supremacy as we contemplate the popula- 
tion, wealth and moral strength of 
our country. A trust, momentous in 
its influences upon our people and 
upon the world, is for a brief time committed to 
us, and we must not be faithless to its first condi- 
tion, the defen-e of the free and equal influence 
of the people in the choice of public officers and 
in the control of public affairs.

A CHAPTER OF HISTORY. 


How Dr, Black's Sorghum Whisky Saved 
the Soldiers’ Lives. 


Americus, Ga., December 6.—[Special.]— 
There were very few houses “‘across the 
branch,’’as they used to call Brooklyn Heights, 
in 1870, but since that time the population has 
steadily increased until there is no portion of 
the town that can boast of finer or more con- 
venient homes than those who live there now. 

The first house built in this portion of the 
city was the Stanford place, which was set- 
tied by Mr. Hubbard. The next built was 
the house that Colonel J, L. Adderton now 
livesin, which was erected by his father-in- 
law, Judge Guerry. 

Next was the Gibson house, known as the 
Patterson place; then Colonel Davenport’s 
residence lot was cleared up and settled by John 
T. McCrary, from whom Colonel Davenport 
purchased it and built the residence he now 
occupies. Mr. Robert Hodge then started the 
Dr. Black house, from whom the doctor pur- 
chased it in 1857, aud completed the building, 
which was then the finest residence in this 
portion of the state. 

The doctor, being well blessed with this 
world’s goods, wanted something to occupy 
his time, and observing such a lovely place 
formed by nature along the hillside for a fish 
pond, he went to work and soon had one of the 
prettiest ponds you ever laid eyes on. For thirty 
years this was a public resort, and every Sun- 
day afternoon you would see the people from 
town crowding around the place, watching 
the hundreds of tish following the visitors 
around the edge of the pond eagerly waiting 
to be fed. 

Later the doctor built four more ponds, and 
tenderly watched over them until he was com- 
pelled to break them by the city council two 
years ago. 

Near this fish pond was located a still,owned 
and operated by Mr. John R. Worrell, who was 
well known in this city. Thousands of gal- 
lons of corn and rye liquor have been made 
there, besides thousands of gallons of peach 
and apple brandy, blackberry brandy, and 
sorghum whisky by the wholesale. 

During the war, Dr. Black wanted to send 
something to the soldiefs in the army, and 
after packing up several large boxes of provis- 
ions, etc., the idea occurred to him to send a 
few gallons of thissorghum whisky. Heshipped 
about twenty gallons to the members 
of Cutt’s batalion. The boys received it with 
many thanks, and had a good time for two 
weeks, and up till today some of the boys call 
the doctor their life preserver, as they claim 
his sorghum whisky saved their livesata 
most critical moment. 

Another great character ‘‘over the creek”’ 
was old man Riley Covington, the fiddler, 
the barber, the race rider and last the preacher. 
Dr. Black gaveold man Riley a home for life 
time and embodied in the deed these words, 
“So long as he, Riley, behaves himself and 
keeps the place of the negro, he shall live on 
the aforesaid property until his death.’’ He 
Kept his place and lived a peaceable life, and 
when he died there were more white peple in 
attendance upon his funeral than there were 
negroes.

I do not desire to unnecessarily delay or 
hamper the administration of the finances of 
Chatham county, and beg leave to suggest that 
pending the issue raised herein, you will, by reso- 


lution or act of your honorable body, endorse all | 


further warrants with the names of 
the county commissioners until this matter 
can be settled amicably by Captain Dillon’s eiect- 
ing between the two offices he now holds, orin 
the courts for the proper decision, to which, in 
any event, | will cheerfully submit. A8 a county 
ofticer of Chatham county, I feel it my duty to the 
public, and my bondsmen, to insist on a determi- 
nation of this important question. 

The commissioners referred the matter to J. 
R Saussy, the county attorney, for investiga- 
tion. He will probably report at the meeting 
of the commissioners on Friday.

The Dixie Lumber Company, located on 
Thompson street, near the East Tennessee 
depot, was partially destroyed by fire this 
morning about 2:30 o’clock.

There is ‘no railroad station or telegraph of- 
fice in, the vicinity,and hence the impossibility 
of getting accurate information, but if the ru- 
mors are not exaggerated, there will un- 
doubtedly be a lynching bee in the neighbor- 
hood before morning.

The Tobacco Growers of South Georgia 
Organize for Work, 


Waycross, Ga., December 9,—[Special.]— 
The following petitioners bave applied for a 
charter for the organization of the Wayeross 
Tobacco Growers’ Manufacturers’ Association; 
H. W. Reed, W. T. Lee, A. M. Knight, W. 
A. McNeill, Y¥. L. Walker, T. E. Lenier, 8. 
W. Hitch and F. C, Owens. 

The object of the meeting will be the grow- 
ing, manufacture and sale of tobacco in all its 
forms, with the right to buy, hold, sell, 
or lease such real estate and _per- 
sonal property as may be _ necessary 
in connection with said business, and to 
borrow money on note, bill, bond, pledge, 
deed, mortgage, or other liens either upon 
real or personal security, for oron account of 
the business which they propose to engage in. 

The capital stock of the association shall 
consist of $2,500 to be divided into shares of 
$100 each. 

The capital stock may be increased at any 
time, and from time to time, to any sum not 
exceeding $50,000. 

The petititioners and others interested in to- 
bacco culture met in the Johnson building with 
Captain Snow and decided on permanent or- 
ganization. 


THEY WANT PENSIONS, 


The Widows of Washington County File 
Their Applications. 


SANDERSVILLE, Ga., December 9,—[Spe- 
cial.}—-Seventy-one widows of confederate sol- 
diers in Washington county have made appli- 
cation through Ordinary Newman for pensions 
provided bythe state legislature, Of these, 
sixty-five have been approved and six disap- 

roved by the executive department in At- 
anta. Those whose applications have been 
approved are entitled toan annual pehsion of 
$100, and the first payment will be made next 
February. ’ 

Their pensions range from $5 to $150, mak- 
inga total of $1,845, which, added tothe 
$6,500 to be received by the widows, makes a 
total of $8,345 to be paid the widows and dis- 
abled confederates. Add to this Washington 
county's pro rata of the public school fund, 
which is about $14,000, it makes a grand total 
of $22,000, This county pays 317,000 state 
tax, and receives $5,000 more than that sum 
for the payment of widows, soldiers and pub- 
lic schoo! teachers.

A GROCER EMBARRASSED. 


| W. W. Little Notifies His Creditors of His 


Condition and They Take Charge. 

Mr. W. W. Little, the well-known Capitol 
avenue merchant, is tinancially embarrassed. 

He is the proprietor of an extensive business 
at 84 Capitol avenue, which occupies three 
storerooms. One roomis used as a grocery 
store, another fora dry goods establishment, 
and the third for a beef market. 

He has been located at this stand for about 
three years,and has been doing a,thriving busi- 
ness, but poor collections placed him where he 
could not méet his obligations. 

Mr. Little has made no assignment, but 
finding that he could not pay off the debts 
against him which were due, he notified his 
creditors of his condition, and signified his 
willingness to turn over all his assets into their 
bands. 

Immediately upon receiving this informa- 
tion a meeting of the creditors was held at Mr. 
Little’s place yesterday morning. 

The creditors discussed among themselves 
as to what was best to be done, and finally 
decided to appointed a committee of three to 
invoice the stock. 

Mr. W. R. Shropshire, Mr. J. E. Maddox 
and H. A. Boynton were designated as the 
committee of three tomake an inventory of 
Mr. Littie’s stock. 

These gentlemen began their work at once, 
and as soon as it is completed a meeting of the 
creditors wil) be catlied to direct the further 
disposition of the stock. 

The apppointment of a receiver for the 
stock is not atall likely, but the stock will 
probably be placed in the hands of Mr, Little 
for disposition. 

The creditors of Mr. Little have the greatest 
of confidence in him and believe he will do all 
in his power to make the assets cover the 
liabilities. 

He is an excellent business man. 

As nearly as can be estimated the liabilities 
of Mr. Little are about $17,000 and the assets 
about as large. 


ANOTHER EFFORT. 


Ryan’s Attorneys in Consultation. 
What They Are Figuring On. 


How much longer will Steve Ryan stay in 
jail? 

It is probable that Judge Marshall J. Clarke 
will answer this question next Saturday 
morning. 

Mr. Ryan’s counsel have held several con- 
ferences, and they have decided to carry the 
case into Judge Clarke’s court if they can get 
it there.

The lawyers who represent Ryan’s creditors 
are deeply concerned about the case, and they 
unanimously agree that the only way Ryan 
can get out of. jail is to pay into Receiver 
Kingsbery’s hands $121,000. 

This is what Judge Gober ruled. 

But what will Judge Clarke rule? Will he 
feel bound to stand by Judge Gobers’ ruling ? 

All the lawyers on both sides admit that 
Judge Clarke is not necessarily bound by the 
decision Judge Gober made. 

This is why Ryan’s lawvers have not lost 
hope. They will place the matter before 
Judge Clarke. 

Steve Ryan will ask Judge Clarke to per- 
mit him to gointo court and purge himself of 
contempt. Then he will be allowed to offer 
evidence to show that he cannot produce the 
money which the court requiresof him. He 
believes he can show that Judge Gober was 
in error in a very important matter connected 
with the case; that the court assumed he had 
kited three tiines as much maney in the banks 
as he actually had in them.

Eighty-Three of Them in Fulton County 
Jail. 


The United States prisoners who are con- 
fined in the jail do not find their incarceration 
much of a punishment. They are at liberty to 
pass the day out in the open court and to in- 
dulge in exercise, in games and other recrea- 
tion. 

Yesterday when a reporter of Tue ConstTI- 
TUTION entered the enclosure he saw between 
fifty aud sixty of the moonshiners frolicking in 
sundry harmless ways out in the court. 

At least nine-tenths of the prisoners are 
white men who have been committed to jail 
for working illicit whisky distilleries, They 
are the happiest lot of prisoners ever sent to 
jail. Yesterday about noon they were all in 
the yard exercising. Oue fellow with an old 

ellow violin sat upon the woodpile playing a 
Leoedown, while a dozen or so of the men 
danced. Others were throwing quoits, others 
playing marbles and others playing ball.

“What about the rumor that the govern- 
ment wili remove the prisoners to some other 
place in Georgia ?’’ the sheriff was asked.

Judge Newman Has Granted the Re- 
celyer’s Request. 


$300,000 OF CERTIFICATES TO BE ISSUED 


What the Money Will Be Used For—Im- 


provements That Are to Be Made 
at Once. 


i. 


The petition of J, B. Glover, receiver of the 
Marietta and North Georgia, asking for per- 
mission to issue receiver’s certilicates, was 
granted yesterday morning by Judge Newman. 

Investigation shows, however, that the 
amount of receiver’s certificates which it is 
proposed to authorize for improvements to be 
made by the receiver on the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad, will be about three 
hundred thousand dollars instead of $1,000,000, 
as has been stated. 

The only work now contemplated by the is- 
suance of certificates is the building of a bridge 
across the Tennessee river at Knoxville, ob- 
taining terminal facilities in Knoxville, and 
the relaying with new and standard rails of a 
portion of the track which still has on it the 
old narrow gauge rails. 

These two pieces of work are represented by 
the receiver as being indispensable to the fur- 
ther operation of the road with any reasonab!e 
degree of sugSess. 

As to rs cave Judge Newman has agreed 
toan order and authorized certificates, but, 
on account of certain complications in the liti- 
gation over this road in the United States 
court at Knoxville—the other end of the road 
—the order is not effective for the present, 
and it may be necessary to await some action 
there. 

The bill filed in the United States court 
here was also filed in the shape of what is 
called an auxiliary bill in the circuit court at 
Knoxviile, and the concurrent action of the 
courts may be advisable before final action in 
the matter. 

The report of B. H. Hill, special master in 
chancery, filed some time ago, was in favor of 
the issuance of about one million one hundred 
thousand dollars to make the improvements 
on the road recommended in the same report. 
But the recommendations made therein have 
been sustained by Judge Newman only to the 
extent above stated. 

There is some rolling stock on the road to be 
paid for with receiver’s certificates, the 
amount of which has not yet been detinitely 
determined. The amount to be paid for roll- 
ing stock, however, will be in addition to the 
amount for improvements which are to be 
made on the road.

‘There Is no Fear of an Onslaught from 
the Tennessee Miners 


ON THE GEORGIA CONVICT CAMPS. 


Colonel Jones Returns, and Talks About 
the Sitvation—Colonel John Mill- 
edge Is Retired. 


If the Tennessee miners, or any other miners, 
were to make an attempt to liberate the con- 
victs imprisoned at the Dade coal mines they 
would find it to be a hard undertaking. 

So says Principal Keeper of the Penitentiary 
Colonel Jones. 

He spent Monday and Tuesday at these 
camps, investigating the rumors of a probable 
attempt on the part of the Tennessee miners to 
liberate the Georgia convicts. 

Such rumors were rife a few weeks ago, and 
were printed all over the country. At that 
time Colonel Jones ordered the men in charge 

‘pt these camps to take every possible precau- 

‘dion to prevent a surprise, and to prepare for 
an attack. He did not believe that one would 
be made, but followed the time-honored maxim 
and ‘‘prepared for war in time of peace.”’ 

Colonel Jones went to the camps Monday, 
and before going refused to state the object of 
his mission. It turns out, however, that he 
went to investigate the rumors, and to see 
what the facilities of the camps were for re- 
sisting an onslaught. 

“TIT do not believe,’’ said he, ‘‘that there will 
be any attack, nor dol believe any was ever 
thought of by the Tennessee miners, or any 
other miners. But I looked into the matter 
and found that if an attack was made that the 
means of résisistance at the camps are fully 
adequate to repel it. I am fully convinced 
now that there is no likeiihood of an attack, 
and jess likelihood of its success in case one is 
made.”’ 

While at the camps Colonel Jones gave in- 
structions about the separating of the races in 
the convict camps, as required by the recent 

Jaw. 

‘Everything,’’ said he ‘‘was in readiness for 
the change. The lumber for the partitions in 
the buildings was on hand and the men were 
just waiting for some final instructions from 
me. The separation will be made at once.”’ 

Colonel Milledge Retired. 

An order was issued yesterday by Adjutant 
General Kell retiring Colonel John Milledge 
from the Georgia volunteers, with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel. Colonel Milledge bas long 
been identified with the Georgia volunteer 
militia, and has been a great wilitary enthu- 
siast. He is retired under the new law and on 
account of failing hea!th. 

The Advisory Board, 


The military advisory board of the state 
will be called together immediately after 
Christmas to appoint the place forthe next 
state encai pment. 

The meeting will be called by Adjutant 
General Kell, and held in his office. 

The board, as recently appointed, consists of 
the following well-known military men: 

Colonel W. W. Gordon, of Savannah; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Ed L. Wight, Albany; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel W. L. Calhoun, Lieutenant 
Coionel G. H. Yancy, Captain J. L. Harde- 
man, Captain W. W. [ry, Captain J. 5S. 
Thomas, Captain C. E. Irwin, Colonel A. W. 
Walton, Adjutant General J. McIntosh Kell, 
aud Quartermaster General Andrew J. West. 

The question of where the next military en- 
campment will be held is one of interest to the 
state’s militia. Itis understood that Chica- 
mauga will not be chosen again as itis too far 
from the ter of the state. Some more cen- 
tral location will be chosen. 

Quartermaster Generali A. J. West returned 
from Chickamauga yesterday, where he went 
to look after the state’s property there. 

Several buildings, the tent floors, stoves, 
wheelbarrows, brooms and other miscellaneous 
articles belonging to the state are yeton the 
encampment grounds. 

The stoves, tent floors and some of the other 
articles can be used in next year’s encamp- 
ment, but the buildings will have to be sold. 
They are worth about five hundred dollars, 
but would hardly bring that much at auction. 

Colonel West will look ‘after the state’s 
interest well and see that its propertyis dis- 
posed of in the most profitabie manner.

Dr. T. M. Howard, whoclaimed the election 
before, wrote a letter declining to accept, if 
elected, yesterday.

THE COMING DIRECTORY. 


Some Interesting Facts About the Book 
Which Concerns Every Atlantian. 


The work on the new city directory is push- 
ing ahead rapidly. Inthe main the work of 
compilation is already completed, and Tue 
Constitution job presses are daily running 
off late proofs. 

Still, Mr. Saunders keeps half a dozen ex- 
perienced men at work every day, making no- 
tices of all changes in residence and business 
places, which can be learned. 

In spite of this close scrutiny, says Mr. 
Saunders, occasional errors will creep in, by 
reason of these changes, which are made after 
the directory has once been accurately com- 
piled. 

*T wish you would state,” said Mr. Saun- 
ders recently, ‘that all persons making any 
changes whatever in their places of residence, 
business, or of employers or employes, should 
prompti~ notify this office of thesame. No 
matter how much work may be done to 
keep track of all these little changes 
if the people themselves do not take the trouble 
to notify the gazetteer, some of them will cer- 
tainly be overlooked. 

“And it would surprise you to know,”’ he 
continued, ‘how quickly every mistake is dis- 
covered when the directory is once publishxd. 
Every man, woman and child in the city, as 
soon as they see a new directory, at once turn 
to their names, and if mistakes are there they 
will be found immediately.” 

“How much work doesit taketo getup a 
directory, Mr. Saunders?” a curious man 
asked. 

“Weil, thatis a very simple question to a 
compiler,”’ he replied, ‘‘no matrer how unrea- 
sonable it may seem toa novice. There have 
been about sixty-seven thousand calls made 
for 100,000 people and some fifteen thousand 
houses. ‘These calls are kept counted and 
there is no guess work aboutit. Beforeallthe 
data is complete there will have been made 
one separate call for every inbabitant.’’ 

“Now, right in that line,’’ Mr. Saunders 
asked, ’*what percentage of the names in the 
directory do you think have undergone some 
change during the past year, either of resi- 
dence, place of business, of employers, or in 
s0meé similar way?” 

“Well, as you seem to imply it is large, I 
will guess about 15 per cent.” 

‘Five times that and seven over,” the 
gazetteer answered. ‘Yes, sir, by actual 
count, 82 per centof all the names in last 
year's directory have undergone some changes, 
as of those mentioned.”’ 

**Well, can it be estimated how much talk- 
ing is done to compile each directory?” . 

“Yes, I have no doubt that it can be ap- 
proximated very nearly—at least the minimum 
number of questions which must be asked. 
In the regular recorded work of the canvassers 
700,000 prescribed questions must be asked 
and the answers written down. I made that 
count by a simple multiplication just for 
curiosity. 

“Then, at least, 300,000 incidental questions 
are asked not computing repetitions, side 
questions, pleasantry and other things which 
may be asked foolishly, making a grand total 
of fully a million. A million interrogations 
for each Atlanta directory is, I think, a 
conservative estimate.’’ 

“Tf should think a canvasser would have 
some very droll experiences,’’ putin a visitor. 

“Well, yes—rather,’”’ continued the oracle 
of statistics, facts and figures, as he started his 
memory a-working to recall afew such inci- 
dents. ‘Yes, rather. One of the commonest 
funny things which confronts a canvasser is 
the Strange notion some people have about 
their given names. By a peculiar tradition of 
the} human race, based probably on some signifi- 
cant institution which is forgot, all people 
will be forgiven the weakness of refusing to 
reveal their ages. But the withholding of 
given names is a =~new fad, _ just 
devised, it would seem, to bewilder the can- 
vasser. But he does not mind that. He is 
prepared for such emergencies. When such a 
subjeci is encyantered, if his name is A: Lam- 
bert, for instance, the canvasser says, ‘Let me 
see, your name is Abednego Lambert—’ be- 
ginning to write it. Nine times in ten the 
subject ejaculates—‘Alexander’ or ‘Arthur.’ 
Such names as Abednego, Hymilaya or 
Jehonadob fetch the non-committal A., H. or 
J. Jones every time. 

‘But the funniest thing about Atlanta 
arises out of the confusion and chaos 
of the numbering. Some people don’t act- 
ually know there is nomen to be any system 
about it. For instance, a gentleman ap- 
proached me some time ago, saying: ‘Mr. 
Saunders, what do you think would bea 
pretty number for the transom of my new 
house? I want to get something which will 
be striking and’— 

“*Why, what is the number of your lot?’ I 
interposed. ‘What is the number of the 
house next door and across the street ?’ 

**Oh that don’t make any difference,’ he 
said, ‘they all have their own numbers, and 
I am going to pick one I like for mine. Now 
don’t you think ‘66’ would be a striking 
number? I think 1¢ would look quite pretty.’ 

‘‘And many a person has the same notion. 
Why, once I met a man that believed in trans- 
porting numbers actually. I had occasion to 
call at his house which bore the number 1248 
while across the street 75, 7Y, etc., was plainly 
visible. 

‘** Why how does this come, sir,’ I exclaimed 
in surprise, ‘across the wayit is less than a 
hundred and your number is over a thon- 
sand ?” 

‘***Oh,’ he exclaimed with a smile of reve- 
Jation, ‘1248 is my own number—I like it—I 
brought it from Louisville with me.’ 

*‘And upon further questioning I found that 
was a fact,’’ continued Mr. Saunders. ‘He 
had lived at 1248 somewhere in Leuisville and 
on moving to Atlanta brought his lot number 
with him.” 

**How will the new directory compare with 
the last one?’’ was asked. 


“It will have 150 more pages and at least 


10,000 more names than the last one. That 
speaks for Atianta’s growth louder than any- 
thing else can talk. The names of the people 
will have the addresses given only by the new 
nurobers, but the street directory contains both 
the old and new nuubers in paralle) reference 
where the old numbers were obtainable.’’ 

And, judging by the press proofs of the new 
directory, the careful pains which Mr. Saun- 
ders al ways takes with his work, the incaease 
of Atlanta’s population and the renumbering 
of its streets—judging by all these, the re- 
porter left the city gazetteer in his office, satis- 
tied that the coming directory will be larger, 
finer and better than any before it.
